" The scene of desolation is passed ! and now, 
lest the Lord of fire should reign uncontrolled, lo!

The papers will have informed you, ere this, 
that our Legislature has at last dissolved and gone 
home. This, by many persons, deemed the most 
impei tan t event of the session, took place a week 
ago yestetday. Of the doings of the '• General 
Assembly" ns it is entitled by oar Constitution, 
there is nothing deservipg ef especial notice, or 
which ran greatly interc*t your City readers, un- 
less it may be possibly the measure? taken respect- 
ing our public deb: acd the means for ravelins the 
dividends to become due thr- holders of our stocks. 
At the beginning of the session, the Auditor of 
State, the head of our Finince Department, steieii 
in his Report lhat theie was a deficit in the reve- 
nue of "$280. 000; and that it would become ibe 
duty of the Legislature to make search for new 
objects of taxation, to save him from the necessity 
of increasing the rates vpon the grand levy for 
" Canal purposes." AH the Legislature has done 
to cany out this suggestion, is to authorize an ad- 
ditional i«sue of Two Millions of bonds, one- 
third of which are to draw seven per cent, if the) 
can lie told, and by so much to augment the im- 
mediate, tangible liabilities of ihe State, or its ev- 
idences of debt. f»r which provision must also be 
mad" for aecraing interest. A great d-sl r.f time 
was spent during the session, upon the »rnjected 
new tax bill, but the dominant party had not ibe 
courage to pu;h it through at the last crisis. Un- 
der these circumstances, it would nit be Mn»u!ar 
if some anxiety were felt respecting the payment 
of our interest in future. Well, my opinion upen 
such a subject can be worth but little, and the facts 
upon which it is based are known to the world. I 
have iio conf de.ncc, and never had, in tho integrity 
of LocorFocoiim. I have less in the reckless 
school that domineer it over this State, than might 
charitably be, extended to some others. But look 
ar. the frxanp!* of I'encsylvania. Michigan ai.d 
Illirmis, all free Slalft, and then tell me why 
should any oim be .surprised lo see Ohio, sooner or 
Inter, in the sf»me category. Git -it credit is due 
Ohio for the manliness with which she hn* the* 
far borne up under her burdens, but there have 
litpn peculiar attending circun-.star.ccs which ex- 
plain it to those who aie on the spot, b*at which 
have ceased to exist. For n year or two past, tbe 
Loco-Fi>cos have hesitated totakeall the responsi- 
bility which was in their power on the subject of 
our finances. They have now been compelled to 
do so, ai.d have signalized their entrance upon this 
branch of governmental duty by changing the Ion; 
established system, under which our credit has been 
hitherto susiainvd. Stiii, I think our interest will 
be paid in July. But with two dollars in taxes to 
but one of currency, I leave it to your judgement 
to say how long it is probahle, nny.how longit«:ll 
be practicable, for the State n keep its faith. 

You understand the Loco-Foco game in this 
State, in reference to Banks and a Paper Currency. 
The fixed diricrmination is to put cn end lo the sys- 
tem.

Tba " Memoir," wbieh follows, is brief, tracing 
the Political History of Ireland from the first par- 
tial establishment of English domination in 1172 
Jow» io the preaent lime, allowing the charactei 
of the monstrously tyrannical and oppressive law.

In the Smatx, the Finance Committee reported 
an amendment to a bill so as to give the printing 
of the Natural History of the State to the printers 
who would do it on tbe most favorable terms. It 
was passed once, but the vote was reconsidered 
and the amendment then rejected, 9 to 14. Several 
offered amendment* were likewise rejected, and 
the bill was ordered to a third reading. Tbe Sen- 
ate tiven went into Executive Session, and soon ad- 
journed. 

In the Assemext, the bill relative to Common 
Schools was debated and part of it passed, when 
the House adjourned. 

Murder asd Suicide.— The Coroner held an 
inquest vesterdav morning at tbe boose of Benja- 
min T. Simons, No. 245 Caaal-street, on the bo- 
dies of Sarah Rock, a native of Ireland, aged about 
26, and Benjamin Simons, jr., aged nearly 5 years. 
From the testimony, it appeared that the deceased 
woman had lived for »ix years past with Simons as 
his wife, though they had never been married ; and 
that she had three chUdreB by him, all living, of 
which the now deceased sod. Benjamin, was the 
eldest. She bad latterly become very intemperate 
and quarrelsome ; had threatened to kill hertelt, 
her children, and Simons; and on Saturday night, 
they having had a quarrel, (be being intoxicated, 
he "threatened to leave her. On Sunday morning, 
about half past 11 o'clock, he locked her and one 
child in their room, took the two others to a 
friend's, and went away. In the interim, however, 
she procured a key, got our, and obtained her other 
children. She then purchased two phials of lauda- 
num at a drug store— one, U s^e said, for a friend, 
and the other to give to her child which she said 
sras ill, at the tame time inquiring the proper dote. 
These she took home, made some into tea, snd 
drank freely: herself, and gave to the children. 
The phials and tea were subsequently found.- When 
Simons returned at C o'clock, he found the mother- 
and eldest child on the bed, breathiag hard, and 
insensible, and the two youngest sound asleep- 
He took up the youngest and roused it, when it 
vomited twice, and was relieved. He could not 
rouse the mother or eldest child. Drs. Greea and 
Bush were called in, who exerted their skill upon 
the children, so that the two youngest were placed 
ou: of danger. The mother died before Dr. Bush 
arrived, end the eldest boy about 3 o'clock yester- 
day morning. Verdict in accordance with the 
above facts. ^ 

The Corlies Mcrder.— We are assured by 
those best acquainted with tbe late Charles G. 
Corlies, that he was not a gambler by profession, 
did not allow gambling in his Bowling Saloon, and 
had no control over or connection with the Bowl- 
ing Saloon overhead, pertaining to the Union Club, 
in which ladies (the wives and other relatives of 
members of ihe Club,) have been accustomed to 
play betweea 10 and 2 o'clock of the day. He 
had never spoken to Cohon before the night that 
the latter snapped a pistol at him, and he solemn- 
ly assured his most intimate friend, but two or three 
night* before his death, that he had not seen or 
spoken to Mrs. Colton since the discovery of his 
wife's criminality by Colton, and his own promise 
never to see her more. Those who now have pos- 
session of Mn. Colton's letters yi Corlies, as- 
sure us that they abundantly show that their mu- 
tual crime was entirely suggested and urged on by 
the weman. The statement that ahe gavo $2,000 
to Corliet is truo ; but we are assured that he re- 
turned it on discovery, and received no money from 
Colton to leave the city, though a heavy sum was 
offered him-— So much wo state on what we deem 
good authority, in modification ef statements pre- 
viously made in th is paper. 

Portrait ot Gen. Jackson.— " The last Like- 
ness taken of Andrsw Jackson, painted on Ivory 
by John W. Dodge, and engraved on steel by M.

Fire ill Albany.— The Evening Journal of Sat- 
urday says that a disastrous fire broke out in the 
campheae factory of Mr. Harvey, corner of Green 
and Beaver streets, in the forenoon, and destroyed 
that with the boarding establishment of Mrs. 
Coughtryin the same building, and the tailor shop 
of Mr. Duesler. The building wns owned by Judge 
J. I. Richardson, of Auburn, and was not insured. 
Mrs. Cougbtry threw herself from the third story 
window and was so badly injured that her recovery 
is not expected. Mr. Charles Pohlman was also 
badly injured. 

Fires. — In noticing the tire a: Boston, yester- 
day, we acsidentally confounded the losses there 
with those at Providence. The boildiig destroyed 
at Boston was the four story brick building on the 
corner of Washington and School-streets. The 
first story was occupied by W. R. &. A. H. Sum- 
ner, crockery merchants, whose loss was about 
$15,00 9, for which they were insured. The other 
stories were principally occupied by Wilkinson & 
Co., piano forte manufacturers, whose less is about 
$7000, with only $3500 insurance. The building

Ltr. Alexander E. HosacJt, sworn.— Witness read a stale 
mtul, giving is detail his examination of tbe wound shortly 
after it bad been inflicted, the situation of Mr. Corlies until 
bis decease, and a full account of the pon mortem examina- 
tion— a» al! of which have been beretoiore mentioned, it Is 
d earned anneceasary to repeat. Tbe injury on tbe fractal 
boae, being a bloody tnmor, soft and fluctuating, would 
bave caused death ia probab.y -48 boors. The cau.e of ibe 
death was, however, ihe injury received from behind wiib 
the pistol baB.
